The Honse Again Postpones Voting on 
the Retaliation Measure. 


Minister Denby Teiegraphs That the Chinese Gov- 
ernment Has Postponed Action on the Treaty— 
The President Signs the Naval Appro- 7 
priation Bill—New Postofice. 


By Te'egraph to The Timea. 

Wasutneten (D. C.), Sept. 7.—[By the 
Associated Press.| Senate.—The_resolu- 
tion heretofore offered by Mr. Vest for-an 
inquiry into the case of the Senate official, 
Mr. McKee, for publishing a campaign boor, 
was taken up, and, at the suggestion of Mr. 
Mitchell, was informally laid aside. 

Mr. Hoar’s resolution, offered yesterday, 
calling the attention. of the President to the 
previous request of the Senate to be fur- 
nished with copies of communications to 
the British Government,in regard to the 
fisheries was taken up, and, at the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Vest, was laid aside informally, 
Mr. Vest stating that his understanding 
wasthata message would be received in 
about half an hour on this subject. 

The Chinese Exclusion Biil was taken 
up, and Mr, Vest, referring to Mr. Dolph’s 
denial of his statement that seven China- 
men had been naturalized in Indianapolis 
in 1876, under the superintendence of Mr. 
Miller, the law partner of Harrison, and 
had voted the Republican ticket, read a let- 
ter showing that the only mistake made 
was in giving thé dute as 1576 instead of 
1880, Healso sent tothe Clerk’s desk and 
had read corroborative affidavits. 

‘Mr. Vest added that instead of it being 
the fact that. no Chinamen had been nat- 
uralized in the United States, 20 of them 
had been naturalized in the State courts of 
Connecticut, Massachusetts and Indiana 
and allowed to vote. 

Mr. Dolph made the point that the 
records and documents are not evidence of 
the naturalization of the Chinamen, but 
only of declarations of intention... Th3 act of 
naturalization is one to be performed by the 
court, while the declaration of intention 
might be made before a clerk or notary. 

Mr. Vest admitted as a lawyer that the 
acts referred to did not coustitute naturali- 
zation in a legal sense, but he said that in 
Indiana the declaration of intention con- 
ferred the right of suffrage. 

Mr. Dolph asked Mr. Vest whether there 
was anything in the affidavits to sustain 
the statement that Harrison’s law practice 
had anything to do with the naturalization 
of Chinamen fn Indianapolis. 

Mr. Vest admitted that there was not. 
On the contrary, he learned that neither of 
the law partners of. Harrison had anything 
to do with it. 

Inthe midst of the colloquy between 
Messrs. Vest and Dolph a message from the 
President was laid before the Senate, in: 
closing (as the rong’ 4 official information at 
hand in regard to the Chinese treaty) copies 
of two telegrams from the American Minis- 
ter at Pekin; one dated September 5th, say- 
ing: “Believe the treaty has been rejected. 
Have demanded from foreign office posi- 
tive information,” and the other dated Sep- 
tember 6th, saying: ‘Treaty postponed for 
further deliberation.” 

After the reading of the message the dis- 


cussion of the bill was proceeded with, Mr. | 


Mitchell taking the floor and insisting upon 
the propriety of passing the bill, even if = 
was an administration measure. The only 
criticism Le would make upon it was tbat it 
did not gofarenough. If he had his will 
he would make the exclusion apply notonly 
to the 400,000,000 Chinamen in China, but to 
those now in the United States. 

Mr. Gorman moved that the bill be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Foreign Kela- 
tions.

REAL METAPHYSICS. 


| A College of Respectabie People Who 


Protess it. 

As stated in Tue Times yesterday morn- 
ing, in the write-up of the Truesdell affair, 
there is in this city a metaphysical college, 
which, however, repudiates all connection 
with the Pasadeng “‘takir” and his peculiar 
faith, and, in order that all the light possi- 
ble may be thrown on this new “science,” 
which has made such rapid progress of late, 
the reporter yesterday continued his inves- 
tigations, and, thinking that the best source 
of information would be the fountain head, 
he first called at the college, which is lo- 
cated at No. 640 ‘South Hill street, 
in the handsome two-story fra 
at that place. The irre was’ fortunate 
enough to meet Mrs. Co 
principal teacher and healer, and although 
a lecture was just about to commence, the 
lady consented to be interviewed, and led 
the way to her comfortably-furnished 
study, where one or two of her pupils were, 
Mrs, Harper said that she was at first quite 
indignant over the article in THe TimE 
but thaton mature consideration she h 
come to the conclusion that it could not 
refer to her, and she knew that there were 
hundreds of frauds who had simply taken 
up the name of “metaphysicians”’ because 
they could make money outof it. Such 
people were not recognized by sher school, 
which was founded strictly on scientific 
principles, and had the indorsement of hun- 
dreds of the best / people in the city, in- 
cluding many ministers of the gospel, law- 
ag and others. In the first place, 
t is wrong to class “metaphysicians’ 
in the same connectiun with persons of the 
Truesdeli ‘stripe, They utterly repudiate 
such doctrines as set forth by him, and any 
one violating the proprieties of life would 
be as quickly ostracised by them as by any 
other self-respecting people. Their theory 
is — the power of mind over matter, 
by which their cures are effected. Besides 
this, there are weekly conversations on the 
sciences, hygiene, the laws of health and 
other topics of an elevating and refining 
tendency. There is surely nothing to con- 
demn in this, she said, even by those who 
do not believe in the general system. An- 
other thing that should be distinctly under- 
stood is that there is no spiritualism about 
the true school of modern metaphjs cs. 
It is a thing that is not counte- 
nanced in any shape or manner, and 
such persons as ‘mediums’ are not 
recognized.. Their lectures are deliv- 
ered by men of learning and _intelli- 
gence, and the whole tendency of the new 
school is to elevate and- refine the human. 
race. In regard tothe growth of this new 
“science,” Mrs. Harper says that it has no 
parallel in the history of the world. From 
a small beginning it has grown until it 
numbers in its ranks thousands of*the best 

eople and ablest thinkers in the land, and 
t has gained such a foothold that it cannot 
be ridiculed out of existe nce or iis progress 
barred by dismissing it asa ‘‘fad.” She is 
always glad to see frauds shown up, but 
she does not wish to be classed in that cate- 


gory.

You state in your report that pat- 
ents have been issued to the Southern 
Pacific Company for 60,393.33 acres of 
land lying within the common primary 
limits of both roads, and that patents 
have also been issued for 19 789.58 acres 
of land lving within the primary limits 
of the Atlantic and Pacific Railroad 
Company. 

In addition to these, patents have 
been also issued to said company for 
8,774.68 acres of land lying within the 
indemnity limits of their grant and 
within the primary limits of the At- 
lantic and Pacific Railroad Company. 
It isalleged by the attorney for the 
company that the company has sold a 
large quantity of selected and unse- 
lected lands within both the primary 
and indemnity limits of said road. It 
is this class of lands that the pen 
request may be kept in reservation 
til a judicial determination of the right 
of the company to said lands, which 
may be sufficiently determined in a suit 
to vacate the title of the company to 
land of the same character for which 
patent has already issued.

railroad company that said lands be 
held in reservation until the rights of 
the company to said lands may be de- 
termined by the courts, be denied. 

As to these lands, your recommen- 
dation is based upon the authority of 
the Supreme Court in the cases of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas Railroad 
vs. the Kansas Pacific Railway (97 U. 
S.,491) and St. Paul and Sioux City 
Railroad ys. Winona and St. Peter 
Railroad (142 U. S., 720) that priority

be instituted to ‘vacate the patents. 
erroneousiy issued for such lands. 

it is now urged by the company that 
as the departmént in issuing patents 
for lands embraced in each of the 
classes above mentioned, decided that 
the company was entitled under its 
grant to said lands, the same rule 
should therefore prevail as to all the 
lands embraced in the several classes 
that wus adopted in the case of the 
Union Pacifi¢ Railroad as to. its lands 
southwest of Denver.

In the present case, as to the lands 
lyiug within the granted limits of the 
Atlantic and Pacilic Railroad Com- 
pany, the decisions of the Supreme 
Court in the cases heretofore cited (97
